SUGAR BEET’S - 
“ENEMY 


ANOTHER PROBLEM 
FOR BRITAIN 


London, June 1. 

United Kingdom debate on the 
sugar beet subsidy has a new 
participant in the dreadod eclworm, 
Hetcrodera Sohaontii, which for the 
first time ‘in history has now 
appeared in, British sugar beet 
fields, according to the Journal of 
the Ministry of Agriculture. 


It was this eel worm which 60 
years ago devastated Germany and 
caused the closing of 24 factories! 
Since then the Continent has been 
fairly successful in the battle 
against it, but only at the price of 
perpetual vigilance. Measures are 
being taken against it here. , 


This year the best sugar beet 
farmer is officially* pronounced to 
be Mr. Fred Judd of Christchurch, 
Wisbech, who on 2334 acres of 
medium land raised 224% tens of 
sugar. beet which had an average 
sugar content of 17.16 per cent., 
about . double the ‘continental 
average. ; . a 


Mr. Judd. walks off with’ three 
cups,—the Mason’ Challenge Cup 
for the best crop on five acres, the 
Countess of Denbigh Cup and the 
Alfred Wood, Championship Cup, 
awarded by the Ministry of 
Agriculture, 


Very few of the 165 who received 
honourable mention returned less 
than 15 tons of sugar beet per 
acre, W. H. Carnell of Walpole 
Cress produced 231% tons per acre 
but as land was especially good, 
the judges decided that Mr. Judd’s 
performance was the more meri-

The extension of Japan's poli- 
‘tical and military influence in 
North Chiha, clearly indicated in 
the latest developments, provides 
cause for concern not only to:

Whatever 
the precise causes of Japan's 
latest, actions, the dominant fact 
which remains undisposed of is 
that the regions now — placed, 
under virtual Japanese control 
are part and parce) of China. 
In view of this circumstance, it 
is diffeult to follow the reason- 
ing of a London diplomatic cor- 
respondent that no breach of 
treaty is so fur involved. By 
the terms of the Nine-Power 
| Treaty, Jupan undertook to res- 
pect the political, administrative 
and territorial integrity of 
China, Her present actions run 
contrary to that obligation. It 
is further contended that for the 
moment foreign interests are 
not jeopardised, That is open 
to question. | Certainly, if Japa- 
nese pressure becomes more pro- 
nounced, ‘very serious interfer- 
ence with. foreign’ interests can 
be envisaged. But: it is not 
alone, or even primarily, from 
this angle that the existing 
situation and future possibilities 
should be’ considered, There is,

VISTORS 


The following Article. was approved 
to replace Article 87:—Every mem- 
ber shall be allowed to introduce 
vinitors not being residents of -the 
Coteny to the privileges of tho Club 
houses and grounds subject to puch 
reguintions and byc-lnwa as shalt be 
mude from time ty tine. by thea Com. 
mittee for such a period or periods 
and upon payment of such fees as 
the Committee may from time to’ 
time determine for each visitor. 

The Chatrman  explained:. Your 
Committee have hitherto been tied in 
the: matter of visitora or temporary 
members.- Under the present Article 
37 such persons can only be allowed 
the use of the Club for a period of 
three months.

Given a freer hand your Committee 
propose to mako a sliding scale for 
visitors or temporary members, and 
to extend thelr privileges to six 
month's {n any one year, You will note 
that provision is mnde for members, 
to whom a. refund | is made under 
this amendment, to rejoin the Club 
on their return to ‘the Colony, by 
paying life absent fees and repaying 
that proportion of entrance fees that 
had been refunded. 

We are advised that we cannot in- 
sist on such members. rejoining the

After hearing’ arguments from 
both. partics, His Lordship dismissed 
the appeal and said that, in viow of 
the importance of the caso’ and the 
lorge amount nt stake, he would give 
his reasons in writigg nt a Iater date. 

In his arguments, Mr. Macnamara 
anid that the appeal was in regard 
to the estate left by the . Inte Sir 
Catchick Poul Chater who was a mun 
of gréat wealth and who dicd rome ten 
yenrs ngo. Among other things in 
his will he teft an annuity of $10,000 
to his wife who died recently. The 
question to be determined, he said, 
was whether duty on the eatate be- 
came payable upon the death of Lady 


| Chater. : 


Counsel then wert on to say that 
he based his .appenl on two grounds. 
The first was that by virtue of section’ 
25 of tho Estate Duty Ordinance No. 
3 of 1932 no estato duty war now 
payable. He understood that the 
Crown based their arguments on the 
foct that no settlement had been 
made on Lady Chater under the will. 
In thia respect he contended that thr 
disposal of Sir Paul Chater’s estate 
constituted a settlement by virtue of 
tho fact that he left an annuity of 
$10,000 to his wife. Furthermore. 
under the clauses of the will, Lady 
Chater could not touch the capital in 
any shape or form, although she was 
entitled to’an interest in the estate 
of her husband, and under these 
circumstances, he submitted that 
duty on the estate was not payable 
upon her death. Counsel added that 
the property amounted to $1,263,157.- 
90. 


Continuing, counsel said that the 
second point on awhich.the appeal was 
based was that if estate duty was 
payable then such duty should be 
calculnted in accordance with the 
third schedule of Ordinance No, 3 of 
1932, But owing to the fact that 
old section 18 of Ordinance No. 16 
of 1915 ond the explanation clause 
of the third schedule of the same 
Ordinance. which had tables with 
which to calculate the valuation of 
the estate, hnd not been incorporated 
under Ordinance No. 3 of 1932 on 
which his first argument wap baacd, 
he submitted that it was impossible 
to calculate tho new duty and there- 
fore no duty wax payable.

He looked better 
than at the time he came to Hong- 
kong three and half years ago.

It is not likely it has done 
so in the case of Mr, Hu.

CHINA'S UNHAPPY 
POSITION 


The extension of Japan's poli- 
tical and military influence in 
North China, clearly indicated in 
the latest developments, provides 
cause for concern not only to 
China ‘but to all nations possess- 


‘ling interests in this part of the 


world. French press comment 
that Japan’s slogan, “Asia for 
the Asiaties,"” means “Asia for 
the Japanese,” would appear to 
he based on a recognition of the 
r ities of the situation, What 
is happening, in short, is that 
the programme begun in Man- 
churia is now being followed in 
the Peiping and Tientsin areas. 
The question naturally arises as 
to where it will stop. Whatever 
the precise causes of Japan's 
latest actions, the dominant fact 
which remains undisposed of is 
that the regions now placed 
under virtual Japanese control 
are part .and pareel of China.

A yreat advantage of coil ever 
miyneto ignition is that it pro- 
vides a strong spark even when the 
engine is being turned over slowly, 
as when starting-up. .

East refused 
to’ cover, so declarer discarded the 
six of spades... The nine of hearts 
was ruffed with the four of dia- 
monds, 


Declarer’s next play was ‘the 
queen of spades, West covered; and 
dummy won the trick with the 
ace. A ‘small spade was returned 
and ruffed with the seven of dia- 
monds, 

Declarer then led the ace 
elubs and followed with the queen 
of clubs, West won the trick and 
now, regardless of what he re- 
turned, the declarer held the jack- 
nine of diamonds over East's -ten- 
Bix.
